Newlurg, N. Y. July
Muolzigah dams, which supply
Landing amd Mattewan with wiater,
burst at 2.30 o'clock this morning. The
witerg rushed down the mountain, fol-
lowing the old bed of the Melzigah
brook, Two hrldges were awepl away.
The grent volume of water struck the
Httle gettlement occupled by the laboy-
ers of Frank Timoney's brick yard at
Dutchess Junction
The tollowing persons lost thelr lives:

WRECKED BY THE WATERS.
Theare were two floods, one following
the bursting of each dam. The first
wis not disastroas, but alarmed the
people living in the vicinity, most of
whom left thelr houses. A short time
lnter the second daor bupst, pouring
the flood down the moutitain, carrying

with It n great mass of debris, parts
of bhulldings, ete. This struck the
bulldingg In the rear of Timoney's

hrick yard

A short distance away was a hull ling
vecupded by about twenty-five laborers,
mo#=tly Slavs, with a few Itallans, One
of the 1tallans named John Zuica wos
Killed. A Hungarian, whose name and
number g unknown, 1s miseing.

BODIESE FOUND.

The bodies of Mrs. Mary Conroy, wife
of the engineor of Timothy's brick-
vard; John Zulea, Willlam Ferry and
the Italian child, Felens Lourey, have
baen found. Workmen nre digging in
the debrla for the bodies of the others
Killed, whizh extends for a distance of
n thousand feet along the tracks of the
Hudson River rallroad.

John Conroy, the enginesr, whose
arm wns broken, was dased by his
loszes od Injurles and unable to say
much about the disaster. He directed
Inguird to Henry MoeGuigun and
Michael Clark, the brickyard hands,
wha had been In one of the destroyed

buildings, They and. several other
men were In the structure when |t
started from its foundations. Severa)

of the men escaped by jumplng from
the windows as the bullding was car-
ried mlonk the flood. Clark remained
In the Monting structure untdl it struck
one of the brickyard shanties, which
was moved from Ite foundation by the
colilglon. When the current had swept
the shanty near the ghore he jumped
un (e bank and escaped unharmed.
MedGuigan, In sttempting to reach the
bank, foll under the bLullding, which
passea over him He clung to roots
of trees that had been uncovered by
the torrent, and olimbed up the bank
to a vlace of satety, His back was
rererely Injured

HAWAIIAN POLICY
IS MODIFIED

Senate Committee Adopis a Resolution
to Ratify the Treaty.

MR. M'KINLEY SEELS EXPEDITION

It Wil Be Desitable in View of
Japunts Attitnde, Though No Step
of Hers Thus Far, It In Declared, Is
Considered Dangerous,

Washington, July 14.~The adminis-
tration has modified Its polley on Ac-
count of the attitude aesumed by Japan
nnd the ratification of the Hawnlinn
annexation treaty at the present sos-
slor Is earnestly desired, The sennte
committee  on  foreign velntions this
morning, nftery a mecting Inating one
hour, ordered a favorabls: report on the
treaty without amendment. The vole
would have been unanimous had not
Senators Turple and Dani#l refralncd
from volivg, on the ground that certain
amendmente should bhe made, Thase
voting for the revort were Senatora
Davis, Cullom, Forakoer, Clark, Morgan
and Frye, the latter by a proxy held

by the chalrman,
Senator Turple offersd an amend-
ment based on a feature of the for-

mer treaty providing for the more libe
eral protection of the native Hawall-
ans, The amendment was rejectad,
and Messrs, Turple and Danlel, who
favored it, thereupon refused to viole
to report the treaty at this time. The
munjority of the committee expressed
the opinion that It would be unwisoe
to amend the treaty In the commitien
room, but It I8 probable that some
amendmenta may be Insisted on in the
executive ressions of the setute,
THE PROSPECT OF ACTION

About 2 o'clock Surday morning Stephen
Polinskl, lover of Katle, came Lo her
home, where he boards. Dovit and he
quarrelled, tha lover making the stute-
ment thut he would not marry the girl,
for whoss interesting condition he wis
rosponsible, The two men came ta blows
and the girl tried to separate them, She
wae not suceessful and Jleft the house,
As she did not turn up at her employer's
heme on Monhday, Mr, MeBride went In
asnreh of her, He started out and had
gone only three hundred yards from Do-
vit's house when he found the bhody. The
proper authorities were at once notifled,
and Dra. Gamble, of HIll'e Grove, and
Cross, of Forksville, conducted n poste
mortem, They found finger marks wbout
the throat and a congested condition of
the lungs. They came to the conclusion
